3* The °!Arhxmtum partisan movement is directed by a central agency which has 
local represe&'&tlvgs in marly mwqr districts This is already obvious from 
appeals and notices -which are signed *The local Partisan ■ Leader* 1 (Sios apskriti.es 
partisacn mdte) or w Ibe Leadership of the Partisans of Free Xlthoanla* (Laisvos 
Lietuvos p^tiaanu vadovybe}. 

4« The Lithuanian partisans were joined by a great my of the men belonging to 

the 2nd Lithuanian National Division* formed in 1944 > (Brigade General Zeraaitis } # 
This division was sent to Smolensk for training^ however, scarcely a day went 
by without some of the men deserting and escaping to Xdthuani.a e It -ms rather 
difficult to escape* as the men mi re tumble to board a train on account of the 
tight Eft chocks i in addition, a travel permit (prcpuake) -©as necessary for every 
trip* even \d.thiu litbnania* It was hoped to reduce the member of deserters 
by transferring the ontira Division to Lithuania from whore the ran emm 
(Itoerge* film, Uierta)| hawetr&r, just the opposite occurred* The man deserted 
in large groups and joined the partisans* taking their entire equipsseni with 
them* It cr^en happened that the soldiers brought with them the object they 
had been detailed to guard. In 1945* when a group of men headed by a lieutenant 
had been assigned to guard a food transport* all the men joined the partisans 
and took the food transport along. 

5. The part5.saj.is had a well^fbnol^onlxtg propaganda group in the division vdo h 
invited the men to join the partisans as a matter of patriotic duty* In 
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addition, rumors were spread to the effect that the Hussions, following pressure by 
Britain and America, were going to evacuate the Baltic area and that it was the 
duty of the partisan movement to show the t/orld that it did not want to remain 
under Russian domination. 

6. to December, 1944, the Lithuanian TSLniater of the Interior promised amnesty to all 
partisans who gave themselves up voluntarily} nevertheless, the first who reported 
were immediately deported to Siberia, ICasalcs tan, and other places with the result 
that the resistance movement grew. Mary tried to escape to Germany, but the tight 
control of the border police made this impossible. 
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
